arm ’s-eye, where the contour of the shoulder is preserved, 
The strictly tailored sleeve is seldom seen on the Russian 
coat or blouse, for it is not at all in keeping.

Pretty sleeves of three-quarter length and even half 


length are noticeable on the new foulard and pongee frocks, 


so that it is apparent that we are not to be encased in the 
very long tight sleeves of last season, The suppleness of the 
new fabrics makes possible many charming effects in shir 
rings, cordings, tuckings and the like, and as in the Russian 
eostumes, the fulness is more marked below the elbow, But 
there is this difference, that in these fabrics there is also a 
fulness at the top of the sleeve, especially where a trans 
parent material is used over a tight-fitting undersleeve, 

Our Paris correspondent has this to say in a late letter 
which comes to hand just as this is being written: ‘‘Sleeves 
are for the most part invisibly put into the armhole, and ap 
pear as if in one with the bodice, the fullness being dissimu- 
lated by tiny gores, and the joining concealed by embroidery. 
The elbow sleeve will have its innings in the present season 
as it is both practical and elegant. 

‘*With the advent of the new models, many fancy sleeves 
copied from old paintings will make their appearance, sleeves 
with shoulder and elbow puffs, others rather full gathered 
and straight, and others still with tiny tops and full lower 
portions coming from the elbow and gathered into a wrist 
band, Metallic tulle veiled with black net or chiffon makes 
pretty and becoming sleeves,’’ 

This recalls to mind an odd dream that T had just before 
receiving this information, I dreamed that I was taken to a 
very exclusive model house and there shown the latest frocks 
that were indeed wonderfully like the costumes shown in 
paintings of olden times, with long pointed bodices and 
draped, berufiled overskirts, But what seemed to interest me 
most in the dream was what my escort assured me was to be 
the coming rage in sleeves, It was certainly a pretty 
model, the material hugging the arm rather snugly at the 
top where there was almost no fulness at the arm’s-eye, then 
flowing gradually out till it measured at least twenty inches 
half way between the elbow and the wrist, This fulness wes 
not held by a cuff, but only partly confined by a strap of 
the material below which it escaped in a sort of frill, when 
fell over an under frill of exquisite old yellow lace. I was 
very emphatically informed in the dream that this frill was 
the most noticed characteristic of the new sleeve; that, and 
the fact that the fulness was not caught in by a cuff, but 
allowed the arm to show almost to the elbow, when even 
slightly raised,

As in Paris, the opening or first night of a play is now 
regarded in New York as an event of decided importance 
from a sartorial point of view, All the social world flocks 
to these first nights and the women vie with one another to 
bring out their smartest and newest frocks on these occasions, 

New York has experienced several first nights lately that 
assembled really unusually brilliant audiences, The gener 
al visiting and foyer promenade between the acts now pre 
valent in New York theatres gives ample opportunity to 
study the gowning of women, It is interesting to note the 
general features of the tout ensemble, 

The majority of the women now do not wear hats and 
this gives scope to coiffures that are charmingly, wonderfully 
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and even rotesquely arranged, accentuated by the white 
powdered faces and vivid searlet lips which the American 
woman now copies from her French sister, In nearly every 
case, the coiffure is kept small and little, if any, padding 
is worn, the hair Mab ty the head and bringing out a clear- 
ent contour, If any building is done, it is at the back of the 
head, 

Many of the younger women are wearing folds of satin, 
velvet or gold, or silver gauze twisted in the hair, Several 
young girls, whom I noticed at a very smart First Night re- 
cently, wore folds of satin the same color as their gowns 
wound round the head closely, quite covering the hair, A 
delicate chain, fashioned out of twisted silver or gold gauze 
ribbon, is also a noticeable coiffure ornament. 

As the coiffare is now a really important part of the gen- 
eral costume, there is apparently no end to the wonderful 
coiffure ornaments worn, Narrow gold Greek bands, jeweled 
or ornamented in high relief gold embroidery, are very smart. 
It is likewise modish to carry a chatelaine with an evening 
frock, and these are now made to match the headdress orna 
ments and other jewelry. 

Nearly every gown one sees on these occasions, whether 
it be of satin, erepe, or one of the countless supple mat 
that are now worn, is draped in some way. Some are ¢ 
up in the back with a motif of lace, or galloon, or me 
cabochon; others are draped under a tunic of chiffon or other 
transparent fabric, or are caught in around the feet with a 
hand of trimming. But all are draped, and it looks as if 
the tunic in its many modifications had also come to stay. 


Many gauze Liberty scarfs are worn to match the gown 
in color, trimmed with marabout, They are very wate, and 
exquisite in texture and sheen, 

Every other gown one sees at the play is of satin, and 
there are many of them veiled with a tunie of chiffon or 
fine net. A lovely frock was of black and white striped 
satin, covered with narrow silver galloon, Some of the 
tunies are draped, but oftener it is the underdress that is 
draped, while the tunic falls over the shimmering satin in 
straight lines. One notices also that many of the gowns 
show the trimming placed on the satin underdress to gleam 
through the tunie. 


EARLY STAFFORDSHIRE POTTERY 


HROUGH the generosity of Mrs, Abraham Lansing, of 
Albany, the Metropolitan Museum of Art, New York, 
has come into tue possession of a collection of historical 

Staffordshire blue-printed ware, consisting of thirty-seven 
examples of plates and platters decorated in the majority of 
eases with designs of more than ordinary interest at this 
time, when so much of old New York is vanishing. Here are 
records of such events as the opening of the Erie Canal, the 
eompletion of the Baltimore and Ohio railroad, the Texan 
Campaign, and various pro-slavery and anti-slavery questions 
that were to lead to the Civil War. At the beginning of the 
last quarter of the eighteenth century block-printing was in- 
vented by Thomas Turner, of Caughley, and almost im- 
mediately taken up by Josiah Spode and Stoke. Both potters 
at first made use of the willow pattern and the amorphous 
floral and pagoda design quite commonly found upon the 
pseudo-Canton blue and white ware of China, which from the 
days of William and Mary to those of George III. were ex- 
tensively used both in England and the colonies. At first 
the ware was printed in pale blue, the rich dark blue with 
which we are so familiar appearing first towards the end of 
the first quarter of the nineteenth century. As R. T. Haines 
Halsey points out, in his ‘‘ Early New York on Dark Blue 
Staffordshire Pottery,’’ 1899, the various decorative borders 
of fruit, flowers, marine subjects, etc., so charming and dis- 
tinctive in this printed ware, were first added about 1802, 
through the suggestion of J, Clive, a Tunstall engraver. 
Among the pieces included in Mrs, Lansing’s collection are 
many showing the distinctive designs for borders adopted by 
such well-known potters as the Woods, Stevenson, Ridgway, 
[ Stubbs and Clews. The Hoods came of a line of men thor 
oughly ramiliar with the cermanic art. From the days of 
Ralph Wood (1716-72), earliest and best of the Staffordshire 
figure modelers, down to the closing of the Burslem factory 
direction, According to Halsey, the chief characteristics in 


the decorative borders employed by the Woods are as fol 
lows: 


1. Hollyhocks, iris, and grapes on the La Grange and other 


French views. 2. Sea-shells surrounding a circular opening 


3. Shells and marine flowers and an irregular opening ar 


5. Small flower desiqns: roses, thistles and shamrock 
on hollow ware. -ieces such as ‘‘’The Landing of the Pil 
grims’’ and ‘*The Boston State House’’ have their own 
special borders, 

As to the Ridgways, John and Robert, whose pottery is 
now so famous alike for the brillianey of its glaze and its 
decorative subjects, they took over their father’s factories 
after his death in 1814 Between that time and the year 
1830, when their partnership was dissolved, the factories of

Why New 


N view of Canada’s recent attatn- 
ment of a new national status by 
the creation of her own navy, it 

may not seem amiss to set out for the 
Canadian people the reasons why New- 
foundland stays out of the Confedera- 
tion; and the arguments which are ad- 
vanced, on the other hand, by the ad- 
vovates of union as showing why she 
should enter it. The recent marked 
improvement in the colony’s economic 
conditions invests this matter with a 
special significance at the present june- 
ture, because Newfoundland is now 
entering upon a new era in her colonial 
existence destined to be fraught with 
momentous results and probably to 
make the prospect of union with Canada 
less likely than ever before, 


Newfoundland, as is well known, is 
the oldest colony of the empire. Ex- 
elusive of its territory in Eastern La- 
brador, estimated at 120,000 square 
miles, or almost as much as that of Can- 
ada’s three Maritime Provinces to- 
gether, and though it has only 250,000 
people as against a million in these 
provinces, its population has increased 
fifty per cent. in forty years as against 
an increase of but fifteen per ‘cent. in 
these provinces in the same period, 

According to the last census, it in- 
creased 9.47 per cent, in the decade, 
whereas Nova Scotia increased but 2 
per cent, and New Brunswick only 3 
per cent, whilo Prince Edward Island 
actually decreased 2 per cent., and Can- 
ada as a whole increased only 10.14 per 
cent., all her immense assisted immigra- 
tion included, whereas Newfoundland 
hus uo immigration whatever, During 
the ten yéars now ending, Newfound- 
land’s revenue, imports, and exports 
have doubled; the savings of her people 
have trebled; and her inerease in mater- 
val wealth during that period can fairly 
challenge comparison with any of Can 
ada’s older provinces, while she is now 
on the threshold of new developments 
which promise to enormously enhance 
her material prosperity. Her fishery 
products at present represent four-fifths 
of her exports and make her the great- 
est fishing country in the world, but the 
recent successful manufacture of pulp 
and paper in the island by the Harms- 
worths, of London, presages an industry 
that in a very few years will dispute 
with the fisheries for her industrial su- 
premacy, while the mineral wealth of 
the island is being exploited at present 
on a large scale. In both these direc- 
tions Labrador is likewise becoming an 
important factor, so that the outside 
world may be said to be only dimly 
realizing at present what vast possibili 
ties for material advancement New- 
foundland undoubtedly possesses, It is 
therefore not surprising that she should 
be an object of interest to her neighbors

In the original conference at Quebee, 
which framed the act of union that 
made Canada a whole, Newfoundland 
was represented by Messrs, Carter and 
Shea; and in 1867, when the nucleus of 
Canada, as we know it, was formed, 
these politicians advocated Newfound- 
land’s becoming a party of the same 
arrangement, The eclipse they suffer- 
ed, however, in 1869 was but temporary, 
for at the next election a religious 
issue ensued, and the Bennett Ministry, 
which had carried the country by a 
narrow majority, was defeated in the 
Legislature by the defection of some of 
its own supporters, and the Carter and 
Shea administration won a signal tri 
umph in another appeal to the country 
a year later, these leaders having mean-

by telegraph from Halifax and the plan 
was abandoned. In 1895, following 
upon the disastrous ‘‘bank crash,’’ 
which for a time threatened the solvent 
existence of the colony and seemed to 
leave it no alternative but Confedera- 
tion or Crown Colony, the Whiteaway 
Ministry sought union, and Messrs, 
Bond, Morris, Horwood, and Emerson 
were appointed as delegates, but the 
terms offered by Canada, not being 
satisfactory, would not be entertained, 
and the colony made other efforts to 
secure herself, and succeeded in carry- 
ing out her fiscal rehabilitation, In the 
last four general elections—in 1900, 
1904, and in the double struggle of 
November, 1909, oceasioned by the 
Bond-Morris deadlock of eighteen seats 
each in November—Confederation play- 
ed a large part, notably the latter of 
these struggles. 

It was not officially before the colony, 
but the Bondites claimed that tie Mor- 
risites were really confederate in senti 
ment and supported by Canadian money 
in a plot to bring about union if they 
won, Public feeling was greatly inflam 
ed as a result of this, but the Morrisites 
countered most effectively by producing 
a series of letters written to Canadiau 
public men by a Canadian who was held 
to be an emissary of Sir Robert Bond's, 
and the publication of these documents 
at a decisive moment, just before poll- 
ing, provoked a series of dramatic mani 
festations of public feeling and contri- 
buted not a little to the striking over- 
throw of the bond party. 

The advantages to Canada of acquir 
ing Newfoundland may be briefly stat- 
ed. The island lies athwart the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence. It and the Labrador 
coast comprise a moiety of the British- 
American Atlantie coast line. Canada’s 
trade skirts its shores and passes under 
its surveillance. Were a foreign power 
to own the colony the situation would 
be intolerable for Canada. Under the 
present semi-independence, grave diffi 
culties have arisen and may arise again, 
and, in addition to possible dangers, 
there are immediate disabilities, The 
farmer of the prairies and the cattle- 
shipper of Ontario alike are interested 
in the safety of the St. Lawrence route. 
The road from Montreal to the sea 
should be lighted like a street, but over 
seven or eight hundred miles of coast 
line the Dominion has no jurisdiction. 
By virtue of its position the entrance of 
Newfoundland into Confederation is of 
the first importance to Canada, The ac- 
cession of Newfoundland to the Domin- 
ion would give the new and larger Can- 
ada control of the great Atlantic fish 
eries.
